WASHINGTON I The cost of rent and utilities 
for a typical two -bedroom apartment has 
increased more than a third since 1999, 
according to a study by an advocacy group 
for low-income housing. 

A worker must earn at least $15.21 an 
hour to afford the average cost of $791 per 
month and have enough left for food and 
other necessities, the Washington-based 
National Low Income Housing Coalition 
said Monday. 


Five years ago the average cost for hous- 
ing and utilities was $576. 

There are about 36 million renters in the 
United States, comprising about one-third of 
all households. While Massachusetts had the 
highest housing wages at $22.40 per hour, 
housing wages grew the most in Maryland 
(12 percent), followed by Virginia. 

The findings are derived from analyses 
of Census Bureau and HUD data, which are 
based on fair market rent, genaro c. armas (ap) 


Music Biz 
Sues MP3 
Purveyors 

Industry ratchets up its 
campaign against piracy 

WASHINGTON I The music industry’s largest 
trade group filed 261 copyright lawsuits across 
the country Monday against Internet users 
who trade songs online, an aggressive cam- 
paign to discourage piracy through fears of 
expensive civil penalties or settlements. 

The Recording Industry Association of 
America warned it ultimately may file thou- 
sands of cases. Its first round was aimed at 
what it described as “major offenders” ille- 
gally distributing on average more than 1,000 
copyrighted music files each. 

With an estimated 60 million Americans, 
half of them believed to be teenagers, par- 
ticipating in file-sharing networks, all sides 
braced Monday for the inevitable legal debate 
surrounding the financial damage to parents 
or grandparents. 

The RIAA also announced an amnesty pro- 
gram for people who admit they illegally share 
music, promising not to sue them in exchange 
for their admission and pledge to delete the 
songs off their computers. The offer does not 
apply to people already under subpoena. 

The RIAA said it already has negotiat- 
ed $3,000 settlements with fewer than 10 
Internet users who learned they might be 
sued. US. copyright laws allow for damages 
of $750 to $150,000 for each song offered ille-

Indiana Gov. Has Surgery 
For Cerebral Hemorrhage 

Indiana Gov. Frank O’Bannon 
suffered a massive stroke in his 
Chicago hotel room Monday, 
and his chances 
of recovery were 
uncertain, the 
neurosurgeon who 
operated on him 
said. 

Surgeons 
removed blood from 
both sides of O’Bannon’s brain.

WASHINGTON | In a rare and lengthy 
special session, the Supreme Court 
considered Monday whether a vast 
rewrite of the nation’s laws governing 
money in politics unconstitutionally 
muzzles politicians, their supporters 
and opponents. 

The court heard four hours of 
arguments, the most time it has 
devoted to a case since it reviewed 
Watergate -era campaign money 
reforms in 1975. 

Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.) and 
other supporters of the new law say it 
is needed to plug loopholes that have 


weakened the earlier law. 

On the other side, lawyers 
for opponents including Senate 
Republican whip Mitch McConnell 
argued that the 2002 law hamstrings 
campaigning at every level. 

Among other things, the law bans 
unlimited “soft money” donations to 
political parties and tightens controls 
on political advertising in the weeks 
before an election. 

The new law will control how 
politicians raise and spend money 
in the 2004 election and beyond.

NASA Plans Test Mission 


Unscheduled flight will 
repair space station, 
address safety concerns 

SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON | NASA 
said Monday that when shuttle 
launches resume sometime next 
year, the first mission will be a test 
flight reminiscent of the early days of 
the space program, with astronauts 
inspecting their ship and practicing 
repair techniques to guard against 
another Columbia-type disaster. 

The space agency considered fly- 
ing a minimum number of astronauts 
and keeping the mission as short as 


possible. But NASA decided to go 
with a full complement of six or 
seven astronauts on a mission of 
about a week and a half in order 
to accomplish some overdue repair 
work at the interna- 
tional space station. 

Officials haven’t 
decided on a launch 
date yet. 

In a long return- 
to -flight document 
issued Monday, the 
agency said it is looking at using the 
space station as an emergency shelter 
for stranded shuttle astronauts. 

“Our first line of defense is: 


Don’t have any debris come off and 
strike the shuttle. The second line is 
to have inspection techniques and 
repair capabilities so we can come 
home safely,” said Bill Parsons, the 
new shuttle program manager. 

The release of NASA’s initial 
return-to -flight plan comes two 
weeks after the Columbia Accident 
Investigation Board concluded that 
a stray piece of insulating foam and 
a broken safety culture were respon- 
sible for the shuttle’s destruction. 

Columbia’s seven astronauts were 
killed Feb. 1 when the shuttle broke 
apart as it re-entered the atmosphere 
from space, marcia dunn (ap)

FRESNO, CALIF. | Lt. Gov. Cruz 
Bustamante’s strategy of “No on 
Recall, yes on Bustamante” appeared 
to shift toward “Yes on Bustamante” 
as voters began casting the first 
absentee ballots Monday in the 
election to recall Gov. Gray Davis. 

“I need your vote for governor,” 
Bustamante repeatedly reminded a 
crowd of about 2,500 people during 
a rally Sunday. But only once did he 
urge them to first vote against recall- 
ing Davis. 

The lieutenant governor, the 
only prominent Democrat among 
the 135 candidates on the Oct. 7 
ballot to replace Davis, has said 
he originally got into the race as a 
fallback candidate for his party to 
support if fellow Democrat Davis 
was recalled. 

Monday was the first day to 
vote by absentee ballot, which 
election officials say could account 
for as many as a third of the votes.

Palestinian Nominee 
Urges U.S., Israel Action 


Qureia warns that 
efforts to sideline 
Arafat will backfire 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I The nomi- 
nee to be Palestinian prime minis- 
ter, Ahmed Qureia, says Israel must 
take action on a U.S.-backed peace 
plan and both sides must commit to 
a cease-fire if he is to succeed. 

The parliament speaker also 
warned on Monday that unless 
Israel lessens its hostility to veteran 
leader Yasser Arafat and ends lethal 
airstrikes on militant leaders, he’d 
be doomed to failure — like outgo- 
ing premier Mahmoud Abbas. 

For nearly two years, Israel has 
effectively confined Arafat to his 


West Bank headquarters with mili- 
tary sieges and threats that if Arafat 
were to go abroad he wouldn’t be 
allowed to return. Arafat asked 
Qureia to accept the position on 
Sunday, a day after Abbas resigned. 
On Monday there was still some 
confusion about his response. 

After meeting with Qureia, 
Arafat told leaders of his Fatah 
Party and other factions that 
Qureia had accepted the nomina- 
tion in principle, said an official who 
was present at the meeting. 

Qureia said he had not given his 
final answer. “I’m still studying the 
issue,” he told The AP. 

If Qureia formally accepts, he 
must still be confirmed by parlia- 
ment.

Arab League Accepts Iraqis 


After months of 
debate, council is 
formally recognized 

CAIRO, EGYPT | The Arab League 
early Tuesday granted the U.S.- 
appointed Governing Council on 
Iraq a seat on the 22-member 
pan -Arab body. 

The decision is the league’s first 
to recognize the council, which was 
appointed July 13 after U.S. forces 
deposed Saddam Hussein. 

Torn for weeks over whether to 
recognize Iraq’s U.S. -appointed 
authority, Arab League foreign 
ministers issued a communique 
after six hours of debate saying 
the Governing Council had been 
granted Iraq’s seat until a legitimate 
Iraqi government is formed and a 
new constitution drawn up. 

“This decision was agreed upon 
unanimously,” the Egyptian Foreign

Minister Ahmed Maher told report- 
ers following the meeting. 

The Arab League, which opposed 
the U.S.-led war in Iraq, had been 
reluctant to welcome the Governing 
Council into its fold, fearing any rec- 
ognition of it would be seen as a 
sign of support for the American 
invasion of an Arab state. 

The Iraqi seat has been vacant 
since Saddam Hussein was toppled.

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France Denies 
Suspect Is Agent 


Security officials Very 
surprised’ at terror 
defendant’s claims 

RABAT, MOROCCO I A French citizen 
being tried on terrorism charges in 
Morocco claimed Monday in court 
that he was an agent for French 
intelligence. 

“I collaborated with the French 
DGSE to infiltrate Islamic networks 
in France and Belgium,” Pierre 
Robert told the hearing in Rabat, 
Morocco’s capital. 

Robert claimed he also sought 
to infiltrate Islamic networks for 
another French security service, 
the DST. In a statement, France’s 
Interior Ministry said it was “very 
surprised” by Robert’s claims and 
“formally denies them.” 

(The DST, the Directorate for 
Surveillance of the Territory, han- 
dles counterespionage and anti- 
terrorism work. The DGSE, the 
General Directorate for External 
Security, is responsible for mili- 
tary intelligence, electronic intel- 
ligence and counterespionage out- 


side France.) 

“It is surprising,” said a spokes- 
man for the Defense Ministry, who 
refused to give his name. “We would 
have to investigate and see if that 
was the case.” 

Robert, a convert to Islam 
who is believed to have trained at 
Afghanistan-based al Qaeda camps, 
risks the death penalty for allegedly 
trying to organize a radical Islamic 
uprising in Morocco. 

Robert was taken into custody 
two weeks after near- simultaneous 
suicide bombings in Casablanca on 
May 16 killed 33 bystanders and a 
dozen Islamic militant bombers. 

Investigators determined that 
32 -year- old Robert was not directly 
involved in the attacks. 

But he is accused of trying to 
set up an underground Islamic net- 
work in northern Morocco to start a 
bloody insurgency similar to neigh- 
boring Algeria’s.

WASHINGTON! The first of America’s 
greenbacks to be colorized — the 
$20 note sporting splashes of peach, 
blue and yellow — will start appear- 
ing next month in cash registers, 
ATM machines and wallets. 

Banks will be able to start 
stocking up on the new twenties 
beginning Oct. 9, said Marsha 
Reidhill, the Federal Reserve’s 
cash maven. 

The Federal Reserve has been 
stocking up the new bills for four 
months, she said. About 915 million 


of the twenties have been printed 
by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, maker of the nation’s 
paper currency, officials from the 
Fed and the bureau said. 

The $20 bill is the most- counter- 
feited note in the United States. 

In May, the government unveiled 
a revamped $20 aimed at foiling 
counterfeiters. The new $20 is 
the same size and still features 
the image of Andrew Jackson, the 
seventh president, on the front and 
the White House on the back. 

More colorful $50 and $100 
bills — the latter the most coun- 
terfeited note outside the country 
— are expected in 2004 and 2005,

Two years later, city 
dwellers show signs 
that wounds do heal 

SEPTEMBER II I Not long after the 
World Trade Center attack, a bou- 
tique called Safer America opened 
in what had been the shadow of the 
twin towers, selling $1,499 para- 
chutes for high-rise office work- 
ers and $445 “escape hoods” for 
children. 

That this shop would have been 
anything more than a short-lived 
curiosity is illustrative of the myri- 
ad ways, from the personal to the 
political, that New York City has 
changed since Sept. 11, 2001. 

An unattended bag can cause 
subways to close for hours at a time. 
Black-helmeted police arrive sud- 
denly at landmarks like Times 
Square to disrupt potential ter- 
rorism activity. More than 160,000 
jobs and $ 80 billion vanished from 
the city’s economy. 

Yet despite these profound 
changes. New Yorkers as a rule 
possess a resolute desire to move 
forward, and life in the city has 
returned in many ways to what it

was before Sept. 11. In the new New 
York, fatalism is king — just as it 
was in the old New York. 

“Life is tough here,” said N.G. 
Berill, a forensic psychologist at 
John Jay College of Criminal Justice 
in Manhattan. “People here have a 
high tolerance for ambiguity, frus- 
tration and unpleasantness. We had 
this massive tragedy — and life has 
gone on.” 

New Yorkers talk again of such 
trifles as movie star Jennifer Lopez’s 
love life — a good sign, say men- 
tal health experts, given the wide- 
spread anxiety after the attacks. A 
Red Cross survey six months after 


the attacks found 43 percent of 
New Yorkers had feelings of hope- 
lessness and fear. 

The city’s psyche has changed, 
certainly, in some ways. During 
August’s blackout, for instance. 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg felt 
compelled to quickly assure that 
terrorism was not the cause. 

But some of the predicted 
changes never occurred. While 
many said they would ride the 
subway less due to fears of terror- 
ism, transit figures show ridership 
has remained steady. 

“I remember when President 
Bush came here right after, and 
said that one day this would all 
be a memory,” said Julie Hilden, 
a 35 -year- old writer and attorney 
who witnessed the attacks. “I didn’t 
believe it. But in fact, he was right. 
You just have to go on.” 

As testament, ground zero -area 
bars and health clubs that had been 
virtually empty for months after the 
attacks are bustling again. The 
Battery Park City housing devel- 
opment, which adjoins the trade 
center site, has a 98 percent occu- 
pancy rate — higher than before 
the attack. 


Standing amid the Safer America 
shop’s collection of gas masks, first 
aid kits and a “biochemical resis- 
tant” pet shelter, owner Cyril Houri 
said heightened federal terror alerts 
still prompt rushes to his store — 
but business is not what it was six 
months ago. 

“People are feeling safer, so they 
don’t react to the news as much.” 

That shows progress. And from 


Jimmy “Fast Hands” Franklin’s 
street-level vantage point, the city 
is looking like its old self again. 

“You walk down the street, 
people are eating out, the girls are 
trying to look cute in their short 
dresses, everybody’s hustling,” said 
Franklin, taking a break from play- 
ing his trumpet for money. “What 
do you want? It’s New York.”

How many people died and where? 

At the World Trade Center: 2,645 
died on the ground; 87 passengers 
and crew died on American Airlines 
Flight 11; 60 passengers and crew 
died on United Airlines Flight 175. 
Ten hijackers also died. 

At the Pentagon: 125 died in the 
building; 59 passengers and crew 
died on American Airlines Flight 
77. Five hijackers also died. 

In Shanksville, Pa.: 40 passen- 
gers and crew died on United Flight 
93. Four hijackers also died. 

How many trade center victims 
have been positively identified? 

The New York City medical 
examiner has identified the remains 
of 54 percent of the victims. The 
office hopes to identify 60 percent to 
65 percent total — although future 
advances in technology may enable 
additional identifications. 

Have all the victims’ families been 
compensated? What’s the timetable? 

Families of those killed or 
wounded in the attacks are eligible 
for compensation from a fund set 
up by the federal government. The 
deadline to apply is Dec. 22. 

About 2,200 families have 
applied for compensation from 
the fund, which has paid more 
than $565 million, with an aver- 
age payout of $1.5 million. 

What’s the timetable for rebuilding 
at ground zero? 

New York Gov. George Pataki 
has called for construction on the 
first building to begin in summer 
2004. He wants the structural steel 
for the first building, the 1,776 -foot 
“Freedom Tower,” to be in place by 
Sept. 11, 2006, and the building 
completed in 2008. 

What are plans for memorials at 
the Pentagon and in Pennsylvania? 

Victims in the Pentagon attack 
will be remembered outside the 
massive Defense headquarters by a 
grove of trees, 184 lighted pools and 
benches engraved with the victims’ 
names. The National Park Service 
will lead a federal commission 
in designing a memorial at the 
Shanksville, Pa., crash site.

Virtually Learning 



High schoolers are 
adding online classes 
to their schedules 

E-LEARNING I Joelle Contorno 
wanted to do it all in her last year 
of high school — drama club, band, 
student council, part-time work — 
and still take the classes she needed 
to graduate. 

Juggling a packed schedule, the 
17-year- old turned to cyberspace, 
joining a growing number of stu- 
dents nationwide logging into class- 
es from the comforts of home. 

Contorno worked at her own 
pace, sometimes in pajamas or 
late at night, when she took her 
first civics class with the state-run 
Illinois Virtual High School. Now 
she’s enrolled in an advanced his- 
tory class that her high school in the 
Chicago suburbs doesn’t offer. 

Illinois’ Internet school was 
started in 2001 to give students 
from rural, small or low-perform- 
ing schools a chance to take cours- 
es not offered at their own schools. 
Enrollments in the cyberschool tri- 
pled this year, from 410 to 1,230. 

Increasingly, such online schools 


are being embraced by students not 
as a replacement for their local 
brick- and-mortar academy but as 
a valuable adjunct. 

About 85,000 students were 
enrolled in virtual schools during 
the 2001-2002 academic year for 
grades kindergarten through 12, the 
vast majority of them high school- 
ers, according to a survey by the 


Peak Group educational technol- 
ogy consultants. It said enrollments 
would likely surpass 272,000 this 
school year. 

More than half the states now 
offer some form of virtual educa- 
tion, said Raymond Rose, vice pres- 
ident of the Concord Consortium, 
an education research and devel- 
opment group. 


Florida’s Virtual School has 
mushroomed from just a few 
dozen students seven years ago to an 
expected 14,000 this year — includ- 
ing hundreds from across the nation 
and several foreign countries who 
pay tuition. Its motto is “anytime, 
any place, any path, any pace.” 

“The ‘pace’ part really caught 
my attention,” said Jasmine 
Buckhannon, a 15 -year- old stu- 
dent who also attends a regular 
brick- and-mortar school by day. 
“In the regular public school you 
didn’t have any time that you could 
spend. You had to have it then, there, 
right there.” 

Gail Purkey, a spokeswoman for 
the Illinois Federation of Teachers, 
said she worries that the personal 
connection between teacher and 
student gets lost in cyberspace. 

And indeed, spontaneity some- 
times suffers online. But discus- 
sions are just as lively and sharp, 
said Susan Thetard, who teach- 
es at University High School in 
Bloomington, 111., and runs an online 
intro-to-theater course. Being online 
encourages shy students to partici- 
pate, and “you can see them open up 
more,” she said, phuongle (ap)

No gadget has come close in mim- 
icking the style and simplicity of 
Apple Computer’s top-selling iPod 
digital music player. Now Rio, the 
name that started it all in 1998, is 
trying to recapture its past glory 
with seven new models.

Like Apple’s player, the Nitrus 
stores tunes on a 1.5 gigabyte hard 
drive, enough for about 375 songs.

At just 2 ounces, Nitrus is slightly 
easier to handle than the 5.6-ounce 
iPod. Once the music was loaded, 
the Nitrus ran continuously on its 
rechargeable battery for 13 hours — 
three hours shorter than advertised 
but about five hours longer than the 



latest iPods. Thanks to a 16 mega- 
byte memory buffer, it never missed 
a beat, even at the gym.

Nitrus doesn’t recapture the music 
player crown for Rio. Unlike Apple’s 
iTunes or even MusicMatch’s 
Jukebox (which Windows iPod 
users run), Rio Music Manager 
cannot convert CD tunes to MP3s. 
Ultimately, the sleek black gadget 
is too pricey, its software lackluster 
and hard drive too skimpy for the

Zevon Dies, 56 


Rock’s most literate 
prankster succumbs 
to lung cancer 

OBITUARY I Warren Zevon, among 
the wittiest and most original of a 
broad circle of singer- songwriters 
to emerge from Los Angeles in the 
1970s, has died. He was 56. 

Zevon announced in September 
2002 that he had been diagnosed 
with terminal lung cancer. He spent 
much of his last year visiting his 
two grown children and working 
on a final album. 


Zevon died in his sleep Sunday 
at his home, publicist Carise Yatter 
said. He faced death with the same 
dark sense of humor found in much 
of his music, including songs like 
“I’ll Sleep When I’m Dead” and 
“Life’ll Kill Ya.” 

His most successful early 
albums, 1976’s “Warren Zevon” 
and 1978’s “Excitable Boy,” featured 
darkly humorous tales of prom-date 
rapists; headless, gun -toting sol- 
diers of fortune; and werewolves 
who drank pina coladas and were 
particular about their hair. 

“I always like to have violent lyr-

ics and violent music,” Zevon said 
in 1990. “It’s a safe, kind of cheerful 
way of dealing with that issue.” 


Not that all of his music was 
dark. His body of work contained 
straight-out comedy as well, includ- 
ing “Mr. Bad Example,” “The Hula 
Hula Boys” and “Gorilla You’re a 
Desperado,” the latter about a zoo 
gorilla-turned-unhappy yuppie. 

Zevon’s style reflected genres 
from hard- driving rock to folk, as 
well as classical, polka and other 
influences. In his final months, he 
summoned the energy to complete 
“The Wind,” released in August. It 
includes the poignant “Keep Me in 
Your Heart,” a cranky “Disorder in 
the House” and a remake of Dylan’s 
“Knockin’ on Heaven’s Door.”

Brain surgery may 
be a viable option for 
mentally ill patients 

NEUROSCIENCE I To break the mad- 
dening cycle of their own thoughts, 
some psychiatric patients have had 
wires surgically implanted inside 
their brains. Others have surgeons 
burn tiny holes in the middle of their 
brains, for the same purpose. The 
procedures are a last resort, an 
attempt to fix stubborn mental 
problems by operating directly on 
the neural circuitry itself And now, 
a small cadre of doctors is starting 
to spread the word: Brain surgery, 
for some severe mood and anxiety 
disorders, is a viable treatment. 

In the decades since frontal 
lobotomy was discredited as an ethi- 
cally indefensible operation, neuro- 
surgeons have developed far more 
precise techniques to operate on the 
brain and a better understanding 
of how the organ functions. At sev- 
eral institutions around the world, 
surgeons have been operating on 
dozens of patients each year with 
severe psychiatric problems, includ- 
ing depression and, more common- 
ly, obsessive-compulsive disorder, or 
OCD. The results have been encour- 
aging enough that the federal gov- 
ernment funded two brain-surgery 
studies for OCD patients this year, 
and other major medical centers, 
including UCLA, are interested in 
establishing programs. 

Researchers still do not fully 
understand how the operations 
affect the brain, or why. There is 
not yet a consensus on which sur- 
gical procedures produce the best 
results. And doctors do not know 


The New Psychosurgery 

In the last decade, brain surgeons have reported encouraging results in their efforts to alleviate severe obsessive- 
compulsive disorder. Different operations can be used to interrupt overactive neural activity between the frontal cortex 
and structures deep in the brain.

for sure whether surgery by itself 
relieves symptoms or produces a 
strong placebo effect. 

Brain imaging research has 
linked disorders such as OCD and 
schizophrenia with abnormal func- 
tion in specific regions of the brain. 
In OCD, for example, a circuit link- 
ing portions of the orbital frontal 
cortex, which is behind the eyes, 
to deeper structures, such as the 
thalamus, appears to be more active 
than normal. Surgeries for OCD are 


meant to break this circuit. 

Some patients who were almost 
completely disabled by OCD before 
surgery are now leading fuller, more 
normal lives, said Dr. Benjamin 
Greenberg, chief of outpatient ser- 
vices at Butler and an associate pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at Brown. One 
formerly severely ill man has gone 
on to graduate school. 

As awful as they are, severe cases 
of OCD and depression rarely rob 
people of their capacity to make 


an informed, reasoned decision. 
And it is their suffering that will 
fuel the continued study of psy- 
chosurgery. 

“Our society uses words like 
‘malignant’ to describe cancer, 
but severe mental illness is the 
most malignant disease you can 
have,” said Dr. Joseph Fins, direc- 
tor of the medical ethics divi- 
sion at Cornell University’s Weill 
Medical College in New York.

I’ve been reading about a diet 
called the “Three Apple a Day 
Program,” in which you eat an 
apple 15 minutes before each meal.

The way it likely works is that 
by having that apple a few minutes 
ahead of the meal, you’re helping to 
fill your stomach and you’re pacing 
yourself, which can enable key sati- 
ety signals to go from your stomach 
to your brain.

Only you know that.

According to the USDA, it has 
about 10 calories.

You Have a Migraine 

An estimated 28 million people suf- 
fer from migraines, but as many as 
half have not been diagnosed and fail 
to find effective treatment, accord- 
ing to recent research in Neurology, 
the journal of the American 
Academy of Neurology.

ers at the Albert Einstein School of 
Medicine in New York determined 
that positive responses to two of the 
following three questions predicted 
a diagnosis of migraines with 93 per- 
cent accuracy: Has a headache lim- 
ited your activities for a day or more 
in the last three months?
